THE  FRENCH  WAY  TO  SAY  PROFIT. 
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Overlooked 


The  Royal  College  of  General 
Practitioners  has  produced  a  report  on 
family  planning  which  advocates 
involvement  by  non-medical  members  of 
the  primary  care  team  —  yet  fails  to 
include  the  pharmacist. 

Although  family  planning  services  will 
be  provided  mainly  by  the  general 
practitioner,  the  report  states,  each 
member  of  the  primary  care  team  has  a 
role  to  play.  It  then  mentions  midwives, 
health  visitors,  community  nurses  and, 
later  on,  social  workers.  These  groups  will 
come  into  contact  with  people  in  need  of 
family  planning  advice  who  are  reluctant 
to  consult  a  doctor,  and  they  should  take 
the  initiative  in  arranging  a  consultation. 

The  report  goes  on  to  say  that  these 
professionals  can  make  an  important 
contribution  to  health  education  generally 
and  to  motivating  people  to  use  family 
planning  services.  However  it  is  conceded 
they  need  adequate  training  and  the  report 
supports  the  trend  towards  higher  training 
in  family  planning  for  these  groups. 

The  omission  of  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  comes  at  a  time  when  general 
practice  pharmacists  are  being  encouraged 
to  expand  their  role  in  offering 
information  on  family  planning,  with  the 
approval  and  sponsorship  of  the  Family 
Planning  Association. 

At  its  August  meeting  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  agreed 
that  pharmacists  should  receive  a 
pamphlet,  financed  by  the  FPA,  giving 
basic  information  on  family  planning,  in 
case  they  were  asked  for  advice. 

Earlier  in  the  year  the  Society  sent  out 
a  questionnaire  to  660  pharmacies  asking 
about  their  role  in  supplying 
contraceptives  and  advice.  The  response 
was  "magnificent"  —  over  660  replies 
and  the  FPA  is  currently  analysing  them 
with  a  view  to  publishing  a  report  later 
this  year  or  next.  At  the  same  time  the 
Society  is  considering  a  pilot  scheme  in 


which  pharmacists  would  display  a  stand 
containing  family  planning  leaflets  for  the 
public  and  they  are  negotiating 
sponsorship  of  the  stand  with  the  FPA. 

Is  there  any  outlet  traditionally 
associated  with  family  planning  more  than 
the  chemist?  And  is  there  any  health 
professional  more  readily  available  for 
consultation  without  appointment  than 
the  retail  pharmacist?  How  the  Royal 
College  came  to  overlook  such  potential  is 
beyond  understanding. 


Well  done! 


The  whole  of  pharmacy  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  its  splendid  response  to 
the  appeal  for  donations  towards  the  High 
Court  costs  awarded  against  Paydens  Ltd, 
the  pharmacy  group  who  took  legal  action 
against  the  Tenterden  dispensing  doctors 
and  Kent  FPC.  The  total  sum  so  far 
collected  is  now  over  £68,000,  with  the 
National  Pharmaceutical 
Association/Chemists  Defence 
Association  contribution  the  latest  to 
come  in  (p528). 

The  whole  of  pharmacy?  Well,  there 
appears  to  be  one  notable  exception  —  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  itself.  Admittedly 
the  Society  is  taking  advice  on  whether  it 
is  permitted  by  its  charter  to  add  to  the 
funds,  but  why  has  the  Council's  moral 
support  been  so  unobtrusive? 

The  Society  has  a  charter  object  of 
safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  members 
in  their  exercise  of  the  profession  of 
pharmacy  —  should  Council  be  leaving 
Paydens  to  attempt  some  of  the 
"safeguarding"  on  their  own?  ■

Tesco  concessions 
for  pharmacies 


Another  pharmacy  has  opened  as  a 
concession  within  a  Tesco  hypermarket  at 
Pitsea,  Essex,  and  is  the  first  to  open  in  a 
food  store  —  the  first  is  at  Gateshead 
Tesco. 

The  pharmacy  concession  was  opened 
up  on  July  30  by  Sharp  Chemists  Ltd  and 
extends  their  number  of  branches  to 
seven.  Mr  P.D.  Sharp,  managing  director 
told  C&D  that  although  the  pharmacy  had 
been  open  for  just  seven  weeks  and  it  was 
too  early  to  form  an  accurate  picture  of 
business  trends:  "We  have  been  surprised 
at  the  extent  and  potential  of  the 
dispensing  and  it  is  growing  quite  rapidly 
each  week. 

"OTC  turnover  is  reasonable 
considering  that  local  factories  are  closed 
in  August  and  September  and  is 
improving." 

Mr  Sharp  said  the  company  had 
concentrated  on  presenting  an  ethical 
image;  the  dispensary  is  separated  from 
the  selling  area  by  glass,  is  not  raised  and 
is  sited  at  one  end  of  the  50ft  pharmacy 
frontage  which  covers  approximately  one 
quarter  of  the  Tesco  shop  front.  The 
pharmacy  is  1 5ft  deep  and  spans  12 
checkouts  —  hence  the  extreme  width  and 
shallow  depth  making  up  the  900sq  ft 
floor  area.  This  is  open  plan  so  that 
shoppers  with  trolleys  can  walk  through 
directly  from  the  Tesco  checkouts.  The 
pharmacy  is  closed  off  with  pull  down 
grills  at  night. 

"We  do  not  specialise  in  toiletries 
because  Tesco  have  a  full  range  but  have 
made  a  special  feature  of  the  dispensary 
and  in  promoting  the  professional  side, 
prescriptions,  medicines,  health  foods,  a 
limited  range  of  perfumes  and  medium 
and  budget  cosmetics. 

"We  can  sell  whatever  we  like  but 
have  made  a  gentleman's  agreement  not 
to  undercut  Tesco  on  any  item  they  sell." 

Opening  hours  are  9-5.30  Mondays, 
9-8  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Thursdays,  9-9  on  Fridays  and  8-5.30  on 
Saturdays.  The  dispensary  is  open 
throughout  the  day  and  staffed  by  a 
"day"  and  a  "night"  pharmacy  manager 
with  the  emphasis  on  "fast  service". 

Mr  Sharp  said  that  local  pharmacists 
had  been  apprehensive  at  the  outset, 
especially  about  the  late  opening  and  the 
clash  with  traditional  rota.  "We  now 
participate  in  the  rota  and  in  fact  do  quite 
a  lot  of  prescription  business  with  late 
night  shoppers  and  on  Saturday 
mornings. 

It  is  a  ten-pharmacy  rota  and  covers  a 


large  geographical  area.  "Our  customers 
tend  to  be  drawn  from  a  20  mile  radius  — 
the  classic  hypermarket  one-stop  shopper 

—  and  would  not  usually  have  come  to 
Pitsea  to  have  a  prescription  dispensed." 

The  Tesco  store  has  a  turnover  of 
around  £50  million  and  possibly  the 
largest  floor  area  of  any  branch  in  the 
country,  according  to  Mr  Sharp. 

C&D  understands  that  Tesco  plan  to 
open  further  concessions  within  other 
stores  and  that  one  will  open  in  November 
in  a  new  development  soon  to  be 
completed  at  Sutton,  Surrey. 

The  reaction  of  most  traders  in  Essex 
is  strongly  against  the  advent  of 
hypermarkets  which,  according  to  one 
pharmacist,  are  "springing  up  like 
mushrooms."  C&D  understands  that 
Tesco  were  originally  to  close  on  Mondays 

—  this  would  have  prevented  the 
pharmacy  concession  from  operating  a 
rota  on  that  day  and  thus  fulfilling  its 
terms  of  service.  The  FPC  would  then  not 
have  been  able  to  give  pharmacy  a 
contract.  Tesco  do  now  open  on 
Mondays,  however.  ■ 


Tenterden:  £68,000 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Association 
and  the  Chemists  Defence  Association 
have  voted  to  contribute  £15,000  towards 
the  legal  costs  incurred  by  Paydens  Ltd  of 
Tenterden  in  their  recent  High  Court 
action. 

The  donation  will  be  passed  through 
the  fund  co-ordinated  by  Mr  Alan  Smith, 
chief  executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Servies  Negotiating  Committee.  This  fund 


now  stands  at  £59,000  made  up  of; 
£24,000  from  LPCs  and  individuals; 
£20,000  from  PSNC;  £15,000  from  NPA 
and  CD  A. 

The  Rural  Pharmacists  Association 
fund  stands  at  £9,000  and  so  the  total 
collected  from  all  sources  as  C&D  went  to 
press  stood  at  £68,000. 

BNF  sticks  to  its 
critical  guns 

The  Joint  Formulary  Committee  is 
standing  firm  over  its  criticism  of  certain 
OTC  medicines  in  the  British  National 
Formulary. 

The  latest  edition,  just  published,  still 
contains  many  of  the  comments  that 
attracted  media  publicity  when  the  first 
new-style  BNF  was  launched  last 
February.  For  example,  compound 
analgesics  are  "not  recommended"  and 
combinations  such  as  expectorants  and 
cough  suppressents,  sympathomimetics 
and  sedatives  together  with  antihistamines 
are  "deprecated". 

The  BNF  1981  number  2,  being 
distributed  free  to  pharmacies,  gives  more 
detailed  information  about  relative  prices. 
There  are  now  codes  for  ten  price  bands 
instead  of  seven,  with  the  highest  being 
for  "over  £12".  The  revised  section  on 
"skin"  warns  that  sunscreens  containing 
bergamot  oil  may  cause  or  promote  skin 
cancers.  Other  amendments  include  a  list 
of  preparations  added  or  discontinued 
since  the  BNF  1981  number  1  was 
compiled. 

Initial  reaction  from  the  Association 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  is 
one  of  disappointment  that  the  publishers 
appear  to  have  ignored  its  criticisms  of  the 
earlier  edition.  The  ABPI  objected  to  the 
"inappropriate  bias"  against  combination 
preparations  and  felt  that  the  price 
banding  was  misleading  (C&D,  February 
14,  p285).  ■

C&D  Medal  for 
IV  research 


This  year's  Chemist  &  Druggist 
Conference  Research  Medal  and  Award, 
given  for  the  best  presentation  of  a  paper 
at  the  Conference  practice  research 
session,  went  to  Dr  Stephen  P.  Denyer,  a 
lecturer  in  the  department  of  pharmacy  at 
Nottingham  University.  His  paper 
examined  microbial  contamination  of  IV 
fluids  during  clinical  use,  and 
recommended  that  routine  addition  of 
drugs  to  such  fluids  should  be  carried  out 
only  in  the  aseptic  conditions  of  the 
hospital  pharmacy  (C&D  September  19, 
p506). 

Receiving  the  Medal  from  the 
president,  Professor  A.H.  Beckett,  at  the 
Conference  closing  session,  Dr  Denyer 
stressed  that  the  research  was  a  team 
effort.  He  thanked  his  co-authors  J.E. 
Blackburn,  A.K.  Worrall  and  S.M. 
Young  (all  undergraduates  at  Nottingham 
University  school  of  pharmacy)  and  Susan 
Ellis,  staff  pharmacist  in  the  hospital 
pharmacy,  together  with  Dr  M.  Aslam, 
who  holds  a  joint  University-AH  A 
appointment. 

Dr  Denyer  himself  graduated  BPharm 
with  first  class  honours  from  Nottingham 
in  1975.  He  was  a  university  demonstrator 
1975-78  and  was  appointed  lecturer  in 
1978.  His  preregistration  experience  was 
gained  in  retail  and  hospital,  and  his  PhD 
was  awarded  in  1979.  Dr  Denyer's 
research  interests  are  listed  as  preservation 
of  pharmaceuticals  against  microbial 
attack,  disinfection,  sterilisation  parental 
therapy  and  mode  of  action  studies. 


No  science  award 
made  for  1981 


No  science  award  has  been  made  for  1981 , 
the  closing  session  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  meeting  in 
Brighton  was  told  last  week.  The  retiring 
science  chairman,  Professor  S.S.  Davis, 
said  there  had  been  a  number  of 
submissions,  but  none  came  up  to  the 
standard  of  excellence  of  published  work 
required  for  the  award.  There  would 
therefore  be  no  science  lecture  at  next 
year's  Conference  meeting  in  Edinburgh. 

Professor  Davis  reported  that  there 
had  again  been  a  record  number  of  papers 
submitted  to  this  year's  science  sessions  — 
85  communications  and  31  posters.  He 
commended  the  posters  as  offering  an 
opportunity  for  a  greater  number  of 
Conference  delegates  to  question  the 
presenters. 

Professor  Davis'  successor  as  science 
chairman  is  Professor  Alexander 
Florence,  University  of  Strathclyde,  who

is  the  author  of  many  papers  on  colloid 
science. 

When  members  were  invited  to 
comment  upon  Conference  arrangements, 
Mr  S.  Durham,  Sheffield,  asked  that  the 
sociological  responsibilities  of  the 
pharmacist  should  be  considered  as  a 
future  topic  for  discussion  —  particularly 
for  younger  graduates  who  did  not  have 
the  contact  with  the  public  experienced  by 
those  who  entered  the  profession  by  the 
apprenticeship  route.  The  president 
replied  that  the  contact  achieved  by 
today's  students  should  not  be 
underestimated. 

Finally,  Mr  I.  Swanson,  chairman  of 
the  1982  local  Conference  committee, 
invited  members  to  Edinburgh, 
September  13-16.  The  Conference 
followed  immediately  after  the  Edinburgh 
International  Festival  —  making  for  an 
ideal  combined  visit,  he  suggested.  ■ 


Certificate  meeting 
—  date  undecided 

A  date  has  still  to  be  set  for  the  special 
general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  called  for  by  Howard  Turner  and 
his  colleagues  concerning  the  new 
registration  certificate. 

C&D  understands  from  the  Society 
that  the  matter  may  be  on  the  agenda  for 
the  Council  meeting  next  week.  The 
Society  byelaws  require  that  not  less  than 
ten  clear  days  notice  be  given  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  of  a  general 
meeting,  so  it  seems  unlikely  that  anything 
will  now  happen  before  the  middle  of 
October.  ■ 
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Pharmacists' training  'wasted' 
under  present  system 


"Much  of  pharmacists'  training  is  wasted 
because  under  the  present  system,  they 
have  to  sell  soap  and  scent  to  earn  a  living 
—  it  would  be  much  more  sensible  if  they 
were  part  of  the  primary  care  team 
situated  in  the  health  centre  or  doctor's 
surgery."

The  section  on  the  advisability  and 
desirability  of  pharmacists  and  doctors 
meeting  to  discuss  prescribing  problems 
commences  with  a  remark  that  the  patient 
suffers  if  this  dialogue  is  not  conducted  — 
it  suggests  a  meeting  between  them  is 
mandatory.  "Everyone  can  make 
mistakes  and,  if  relations  are  good,  most 
chemists  will  make  a  quick  telephone  call 
to  rectify  them. 

"Pharmacists  are  highly  trained  and 
qualified,  and  their  training  is  now  much 
more  directed  to  modern  methods,  the  use 
of  drugs  and  their  actions,  interactions 
and  side  effects,  than  it  used  to  be." 

After  putting  the  hypothesis  that  the 
closest  possible  co-operation  of 
pharmacists  and  doctors  would  be  in 
everyones  best  interest  it  concludes  that: 
"No  Government  has  ever  shown  any  sign 
of  paying  pharmacists  a  reasonable 
income  so  that  they  can  disregard  the 
income  from  the  non-dispensing  side  of 
the  business."  ■

Medication  records 


Medication  records  kept  in  a  London 
pharmacy  over  three  years  resulted  in  86 
potential  adverse  drug  reactions  being 
detected,  and  in  53  cases  the  general 
practitioner  changed  the  prescription  after 
being  contacted  by  the  pharmacist. 

Mr  J.I.  Shulman,  MPS,  and  Miss  S. 
Schulman,  MPS,  reported  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  College 
of  General  Practitioners  that  their  two- 
card  record  system  was  used  for  1,366 
patients  from  1977-80.  It  was  impractical 
to  include  all  patients  in  the  system  so  it 
was  confined  to  those  on  multiple  drug 
therapy,  long-term  medication  (over  three 
months),  psycho-active,  corticosteroid, 
cardiovascular,  anti-hypertensive,  anti- 
inflammatory, anticoagulant  or 
antidiabetic  drugs,  and  all  patients  over  40 
unless  their  prescriptions  were  for  single 
items  unlikely  to  cause  adverse  drug 
reactions.  The  system  was  explained  to  all 
patients  and  only  five  refused  to 
participate. 

As  well  as  the  potential  adverse 
reactions,  76  errors  on  prescriptions  were 
detected  —  only  three  of  which  were  so 
obvious  they  would  have  been  detected 
without  the  card  system.  Omissions  of 
dose  were  very  common  and  were  only 
recorded  for  the  first  five  months.  During 
this  time  640  individual  items  out  of  5,906 
recorded  did  not  have  dosage  instructions. 

The  Schulmans  say  the  cost  of  the  two- 
card  system  is  about  2p  per  patient  and 
that  it  takes  about  five  minutes  to 
complete  a  card  at  the  first  visit  and  about 
one-two  minutes  on  subsequent  visits. 
Although  a  few  doctors  showed  some 
initial  resistance,  the  reporting  of 
potential  adverse  reactions  appears  to 
have  been  accepted  by  the  local  general 
practitioners  over  the  three  years  and  a

■  Chemists  and  appliance  suppliers  in 
Scotland  dispensed  2,794,554 
prescriptions  in  April  at  a  gross  average 
cost  of  £3.73. 

■  Chemists  and  appliance  suppliers  in 
Northern  Ireland  in  June  dispensed 
1,085,525  prescriptions  (674,296  forms)  at 
a  gross  cost  of  £4,136,847  with  an  average 
cost  of  £3.81  each. 

■  The  retail  price  index  for  August  was 
299.3  (January  1974=  100).  This 
represents  an  increase  of  0.7  per  cent  on 
July  (297. 1)  and  of  1 1.5  per  cent  on 
August  1980(268.5).

Point  taken 


Mr  Alan  Smith's  comments  in  C&D  last 
week  (p477)  on  the  section  of  Dr  Gerard 
Vaughan's  Conference  speech  which 
referred  to  the  medical  profession's 
reluctance  to  contribute  to  the  Clothier 
rural  compensation  fund,  may  have 
appeared  to  lack  bite.  This  was  because  a 
misplaced  decimal  point  turned  pence  into 
pounds.  The  paragraph  now  reads: 

"Dr  Vaughan  notes  the  difficulties 
doctors  are  finding  over  compensation  — 
if  as  a  profession  they  were  able  to  give 
£0.85  per  head  (not  £85!)  into  the 
compensation  fund,  that  would  suffice. 
At  the  moment  the  doctor  is  paying  £500 
per  annum  out  of  the  global  sum  to 
subsidise  his  rural  colleagues."  ■ 


What  role? 


There  we  are  again,  a  profession  under  a 
spotlight  being  asked  to  define  its  role,  so 
as  to  give  a  sorely  puzzled  Government, 
successor  by  implication  to  many  other 
similarly  puzzled  governments,  some 
guidance  as  to  what  we  do  and  what  we 
want.  With  all  the  usual  garbage:  "of  all 
the  many  problems  .  .  .  facing  pharmacy 
at  the  moment  ...  of  great  interest  and 
challenge  ...  is  the  future  of  general 
practice  pharmacy". 

Dr  Vaughan  tells  us  that  all  he  wants  is 
to  be  told  what  we  want  and  he  will  do 
what  he  can  to  fulfil  our  wishes,  subject  to 
the  usual  considerations.  Sounds  like  the 
genie  of  the  lamp  —  all  we  have  to  do  is 
rub  it  up  the  right  way  and  our.troubles 
are  at  an  end.  But  a  genie  who  can  utter  a 
fatuous  call  to  pharmacists  to  do  more  to 
help  in  the  reduction  of  drug  wastage  can 
have  precious  little  grasp  of  the  system 
under  which  drugs  are  ordered  for 
patients.  Perhaps  I  have  got  it  wrong?  I 
thought  that  doctors  ordered  drugs  on 
prescriptions,  which  we  were  bound  to 
supply  in  full  when  they  were  presented  at 
our  pharmacy. 

Patient  compliance,  though  a  matter 
for  our  concern,  can  have  nothing  to  do 
with  saving  the  Department  of  Health  any 
money,  unless  it  is  suggested  that  we  are 
asked  to  assess  the  likelihood  of  the 
patient  taking  only  90  per  cent  of  the 
supply  (as  it  is  suggested)  and  to  cut  down 
the  amount  dispensed.  Or  are  we  being 
asked  to  take  back  into  stock  the  left- 
overs from  treatment,  deducting  the 
amounts  returned  on  a  special  form  to  be 
attached  to  the  script  bundle? 

At  the  same  time  as  the  speech  was 
being  made,  officials  from  the  DHSS  were 
telling  us  that  because  of  the  system  (what 
system?)  under  which  dispensing  doctors 
work  there  is  no  practical  way  for  the 
Department  to  operate  any  test  to  ensure 
that  Government  money,  paid  out  so 
liberally,  is  purchasing  anything  at  all! 
Indeed  from  the  terms  of  the  rebuttal  of 
the  claim  (that  for  reasons  by  no  means 
solely  commercial,  doctors  should  be 
subject  to  the  same  drug  testing  as  other 
contractors)  it  would  seem  that  they  offer 
as  triumphant  justification  the  view  that 
doctors  are  not  accountable!  Were  I  a 
Treasury  man  I  would  be  disturbed  at 
this;  if  I  were  merely  a  taxpayer  I  would  be 
concerned;  but  as  a  pharmacist  I  am 
appalled. 

So,  we  are  being  asked  to  define  our 
future  by  a  Department  which  can  issue 
statements  like  that.  It  is  time  we 
published  a  new  journal  called  "Not  the 
NHS"  to  be  compiled  from  a  judicious 
selection  of  official  statements  from  the 
DHSS  and  its  various  Ministers.  For 


without  any  parody,  we  will  have  the 
makings  of  a  splendid  satire  on  the 
workings  of  one  particular  government 
juggernaut. 

As  to  what  we  do?  Here  I  am  not  so 
sure,  since  I  can  only  go  on  what  I  know 
for  myself.  In  my  pharmacy  I  sell  the 
goods  accepted  as  traditional.  When  these 
have  become  subject  to  the  forces  of  the 
open  market  I  conform  to  those  forces, 
but  in  general  I  sell  products  which 
require  more  specialist  services  than  other 
traders  can  supply.  I  sell  medicines,  but 
because  of  the  deliberate  layout  of  my 
premises,  only  I  and  properly-trained  staff 
are  able  to  make  the  sales.  I  dispense 
prescriptions  promptly,  taking  care  to 
make  sure  than  patients  understand  the 
doses  and  any  problems  that  may  arise; 
and  finally,  I  find  myself,  all  day,  being 
asked  for  advice  on  subjects  so  diverse  as 
to  defy  formal  classification. 

I  think  the  work  done  is  uniquely 
valuable,  since  I  know  of  no  other 
profession  willing  or  qualified  to  attempt 
it.  But  above  all  I  find  it  deeply  satisfying. 
Yet  one  bright  entrepreneur  could  destroy 
me  by  leap-frogging,  or  doctors  could 
close  their  local  surgeries,  so  that  the  base 
for  the  general  services  I  provide,  the 
NHS  income,  would  be  lost. 

We  are  asked  what  we  want.  I  know 
what  I  want  —  to  be  able  to  provide  a  full 
pharmaceutical  service  in  my  community 
with  some  degree  of  security  —  and  see 
that  all  dispensing  nationally  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  a  pharmacist  as  a 
vital  safeguard  to  the  sick  of  the  land. 

Rot! 


The  news  is  getting  around.  Would  you 
believe  that  Drug  and  Therapeutics 
Bulletin  has  joined  with  us  in  saying  that 
syrupy  liquids,  so  commonly  prescribed 
for  infants  and  adults,  are  rotten  for  kids' 
teeth,  causing  plaque  and  gingival 
inflammation  —  and  that  the  ridiculous 
requirement  that  smaller  doses  have  to  be 
bulked  up  to  5ml  with  syrup  is  actively 
harmful?  Marvellous  news,  which  may  yet 
bring  some  sense  back  into  the  regulations 
governing  the  dilution  of  medicines  and 
indeed,  into  the  formulations  as  well. 

Revlon 


I  can't  quite  make  out  what  all  the  song 
and  dance  over  David  Sharpe's 
appointment  as  adviser  to  Revlon  is 
about.  Any  one  of  us  could  have  told  Mr 
Scanlan  what  the  problem  was  in  a  dozen 
or  so  terse  words.  Too  ruthless  ambition 
which  led  to  over-stocking  and 
unwillingness  to  recognise  retailer 
problems  —  which  led  us  to  conclude  the 
firm  had  no  integrity  of  the  sort  we 
expected.  It  could  be  changed.  ■ 
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A  role  wanted 

Dr  Gerard  Vaughan,  in  his  address  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  asked 
us  as  pharmacists  to  point  the  way  for  the 
future  and  to  show  him  by  our  actions 
what  we  wish  to  see  the  general  practice 
pharmacist  become.  He  points  out  that 
the  skills,  expertise,  and  experience  are 
under  used,  and  that  our  professional 
image  is  higher  than  most  other 
professions,  in  the  eye  of  the  public  —  yet 


after  all  this  he  is  tired  of  pharmacists 
saying  what  they  would  do  if  they  had  the 
opportunity. 

The  Rural  Pharmacists  Association 
has,  in  fact,  asked  for  the  opportunity  — 
pleaded  our  case,  and  expressed  a  strong 
desire  to  take  over  the  supply  of  all  rural 
patients'  needs  in  the  pharmaceutical 
field.  We  have  pointed  the  way  to  what  we 
feel  will  be  a  much  better  and  safer 
service,  and  in  so  doing  use  all  the  skills, 
expertise,  experience  and  unused  potential 
that  Dr  Vaughan  speaks  so  eloquently 
about. 

It  is  our  professional  opinion  that  if 
there  are  to  be  supplies  of  drugs  from 
doctors'  surgeries  then  some 
accountability  on  quantity,  quality  and 
accuracy  be  available,  until  such  time  that 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  can  relieve 
doctors  of  the  responsibility,  which  in  our

view  is  treated  with  far  too  little  attention, 
we  are  fobbed  off  with  the  silly  suggestion 
printed  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press  in  the 
same  issue  as  Dr  Vaughan's  address  to 
Conference,  that  doctors  cannot  be  tested 
for  practical  reasons.

Alive  and  well  and  . . 


Macarthys  is  alive  and  well  and  living  at 
Birmingham,  Caerphilly,  Cambridge, 
Cheltenham,  Dagenham,  Dartford,  East 
Grinstead,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Kings 
Cross,  Lee,  Norwich,  Oxford,  Romford, 
Southend,  Wakefield,  Weedon,  Wembley 
and  Worsley.  This  list  is  not  intended  to 
rival  that  of  the  Huntingdonshire 
Cabmen,  but  to  reassure  those  people  who 
have  commented  on  the  absence  of  any 
contribution  from  Macarthys  in  the 
special  wholesaling  feature  (C&D 
September  12). 

It  might  be  useful  also  to  explain  the 
background  to  this  significant  omission. 
Quite  simply,  as  you  know,  we  were  not 
offered  the  opportunity  of  an  interview  as 
were  other  leading  wholesalers.  Our 
market  share  places  us  in  third  position, 
and  whilst  not  wishing  to  intrude  on 
private  grief  for  obvious  reasons,  our 
recent  profit  figures  are  not  insignificant 
in  comparison  with  the  other  majors.  It 
cannot  be  argued,  therefore,  that  we  are 
not  a  leading  wholesaler,  and  indeed  your 
editorial  comments  of  September  5th 
concerning  our  realistic  views  on  the 
immediate  future  indicate  that  we  do 
merit  some  importance  in  the  market 
place. 

It  is  true  that  in  common  with  many 
other  wholesalers  whom  you  do  not 
regard  as  first  division  in  terms  of  size,  we 
did  receive  a  service-survey  which 
was  only  remarkable  for  your  comment 
that  "only  seven  out  of  90  were 
returned".  (I  would  query  the  implication 
that  there  are  90  companies  involved  in 
pharmaceutical  distribution,  as  I 
understand  it  anyway).  Had  your  survey 
been  solely  concerned  with  activities 
exclusive  to  symbol  trading,  it  could  be 
supposed  that  the  comments  of  Mr 
Trotman  would  have  been  adequate 
without  a  direct  approach  to  Macarthys  as 
largest  Numark  franchised  wholesaler. 
However,  this  was  not  the  case,  and  it 
must  not  be  assumed  that  Arthur 
Trotman's  views  on  pharmaceutical 
wholesaling  entirely  represents  the  view  of 
this  company  —  certainly  he  would  not 
claim  this  privilege.  His  statement  about 
buying,  selling  and  training  together 
without  loss  of  identity  is  most  relevant  in 
this  context. 

Your  odd  selection  does  not  cause  us 
any  great  offence,  but  you  will  agree  that 
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some  may  be  a  trifle  mystified  with  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  wholesaling 
which  ignores  Macarthys.

Lest  C&D  subscribers  should  think  we 
go  round  with  our  eyes  shut,  or  show 
bias,  we  must  point  out  that  our 
interviews  were  confined  to  the 
"symbol"  groups.

Merchants' 
proposals  list 

The  Veterinary  Products  Committee 
(VPC)  has  published  a  list  of 
recommended  changes  to  the  Merchants' 
List.  The  List  covers  those  medicinal 
products,  such  as  sheep  dips  and 
wormers,  supplied  by  agricultural 
merchants  to  farmers  and  livestock 
dealers.  Items  on  the  List  are  exceptions 
to  Part  III  of  the  Medicines  Act  1968, 
which  lays  down  that  medicines  should 
only  be  supplied  under  the  control  of  a 
pharmacist. 

The  VPC  review,  started  in  1978, 
suggests  changes  to  nearly  half  the 
schedules  in  the  list.  It  also  makes 
recommendations  regarding  the  concept 
and  administrative  arrangements 
pertaining  to  the  List.  The  most  important 
of  these  to  the  pharmacist  is  that  "after  a 
transitional  period  of  five  years  the 
Merchants'  List  concept  should  continue 
so  that  existing  outlets  would  be 
maintained,  but  that  pharmacists  should 
exercise  direct  supervision  of  sales  in  the 
same  way  as  in  a  registered  pharmacy". 

The  Government  is  keen  to  solicit 
opinions  on  the  recommendations,  and 
interested  parties  should  contact  Mr  P.

replaced  and  there  has  to  be  a  balanced 
secretion  from  the  sebaceous  gland  to 
ensure  the  hydro-lipidic  film  remains  in 
good  order.  If  not,  the  process  of  aging 
will  soon  become  apparent. 

To  tackle  these  problems,  Vichy 
believe  a  product  needs  to  both  increase 
the  thickness  of  the  epidermis  and 
improve  the  production  of  sebum.  And 
they  believe  they  have  the  answer  in 
Vichyderm. 

It  is  not,  they  say,  a  "miracle  youth 
cream"  but  "all  our  claims  have  been 
substantiated  by  numerous  experiments  to 
study  the  effects  of  the  product  upon  the 
epidermal  cells,  the  sebaceous  glands  and 
the  skins  tonicity  ...  all  the  elements  that 
give  the  skin  its  'bloom'  and  youthful 
appearance". 


Product  testing 


Among  the  various  experiments, 
Vichyderm  was  applied  to  the  inside  of  the 
right  ear  for  four  weeks;  the  left  ear  acting 
as  a  control.  Vichyderm,  the  company 
claims,  "was  shown  to  increase  the 
thickness  of  the  epidermis  fivefold  as  well 
as  increasing  the  volume  of  the  sebaceous 
glands  by  71  per  cent".  The  absence  of 
sebaceous  cysts  proved  that  Vichyderm 
does  not  have  a  comedogenic  effect  says 
the  company. 

Further  tests  found  the  secretion  of 
sebum  increased  by  17  per  cent  with  use  of 
Vichyderm  in  a  10-25  day  period  and  the 
company  further  claims  there  was  "an 
improved  resistance  to  deformation  and 
improved  tonicity". 

Finally  in  a  test  for  cellular  cohesion 
Vichyderm  was  applied  daily  for  two 
weeks  to  the  right  forearm.

Pharmacy  involvement  in 
herbal  remedies  needed 

Sale  of  herbal  remedies  through  unqualified  outlets 
could  be  dangerous,  warned  Dr  David  Phillipson, 
reader  in  phytochemistry  at  London  University  School 
of  Pharmacy,  during  Wednesday  morning's 
professional  session. 


There  was  still  a  lack  of  published 
scientific  data  on  their  quality,  safety  and 
efficacy  and  the  pharmacist  was  the  only 
science-based  member  of  the  health 
professions  who  was  in  a  position  to 
advise,  monitor  the  effectiveness  of 
treatment  and  look  for  toxicity.  Dr 
Phillipson  recommended  that,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public,  general  practice 
pharmacists  should  consider  being  more 
involved  in  the  distribution  of  herbal 
remedies. 

In  a  paper  presented  to  the 
Conference,  Dr  Phillipson  said  that  about 
500  herbs  were  used  in  about  5,500 
products  on  general  sale  in  the  UK,  and 
there  was  a  growing  public  demand  for 
them.  But  was  it  reasonable  or  desirable 
that  a  sick  person  should  be  able  to  obtain 
a  "general  tonic"  in  the  mistaken  belief 
that  a  mixture  of  36  herbal  ingredients 
would  cure  him? 

Best  interests 

"However  gullible  we  may  be,  do  we 
really  believe  that  our  genius  may  be 
augmented,  our  semen  and  energy 
increased,  our  hair  darkened  and  our 
teeth  strengthened  by  swallowing  a 
mixture  which  contains  mixed  herbal  and 
animal  products?  It  must  be  obvious  that 
the  supply  of  such  'medicines'  is  not  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  sick  patient,  or  even 
the  healthy  individual". 

While  many  herbal  remedies  had  no 
detailed  scientifically  accepted  proof  of 
efficacy,  the  placebo  effect  alone  could 
not  account  for  their  continued  use  over 
so  many  years.  Slowly,  evidence  was 
accumulating  to  explain  some  of  the 
claims  made.  For  example,  laboratory 
tests  had  shown  that  garlic  reduces  high 
cholesterol  blood  levels  when  fed  to 
rabbits  and  inhibits  platelet  aggregation 
by  blocking  thromboxane  synthesis. 

But  despite  the  beneficial  action  of 
some  herbs,  there  were  many  exaggerated 
claims  made  which  "smacked  of 
quackery".  Although  these  claims  were 
banned  from  labels  it  was  a  simple  matter 
to  refer  the  patient  to  a  book  on  herbal 
remedies  in  which  such  claims  were 
written. 
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Present  techniques  for  isolation  of 
active  principles  were  better  than  ever,  Dr 
Phillipson  continued,  so  any  claimed 
biological  activities  of  herbs  should  be 
investigated  by  the  available  methods. 

It  had  been  suggested  that  while  herbal 
remedies  might  not  be  clinically  effective, 
at  least  they  were  safe.  This  view  was 
untenable,  Dr  Phillipson  maintained. 
There  was  little  published  data  on  long 
term  toxicity  or  carcinogenicity  of  the 
supposedly  safe  herbs  used  in  foods  or 
GSL  products.  Comfrey  (Symphytum 
officinale)  had  been  used  for  centuries 
and  was  believed  harmless,  but  recently 
there  had  been  concern  that  small 
amounts  of  pyrrolizidine  alkaloids  might 
be  present,  many  of  which  were 
hepatotoxic. 

While  such  doubts  remained,  Dr 
Phillipson  believed  that  herbal  remedies 
should  be  supplied  to  the  public  only  by 
qualified  personnel. 

Speaking  on  homoeopathy,  Dr  Dieter 
Steinbach,  director  of  the  Central 
Laboratory  of  German  Pharmacists,  said 
that  homoeopathic  treatment  should  not 
be  used  in  cases  of  life-threatening  or 
severe  organic  disorders,  but  were  more 
useful  in  "neuro-vegetative"  conditions. 

Traditionally-trained  scientists  often 
dismissed  homoeopathy  without  any 
attempt  to  understand  its  principles  or 
practice.  The  treatment  aimed  to 
stimulate  the  body's  own  defence 
mechanisms  against  the  disease.  Because 
such  small  doses  were  given,  the  incidence 
of  side  effects  was  virtually  nil.  This  was 
cited  as  one  of  the  advantages  but  the  fact 
that  efficacy  was  claimed  for  dilutions  of 
1  in  1 ,000,000  or  more  represented  a 
major  stumbling  block  to  acceptance  by 
the  traditional  scientific  comunity, 
particularly  with  dilutions  which  no 
longer  contained  a  single  molecule  of 
medicament. 

Nevertheless,  results  had  shown 
homoeopathic  remedies  superior  to 
placebo  (although  double  blind  conditions 
were  not  used)  and  homoeopathy  was 
reportedly  effective  not  only  in  adults  but 
in  children  and  animals.  In  many 
countries  pharmacists  had  a  legal  and 
professional  duty  to  dispense  both 
allopathic  and  homoeopathic  remedies.  ■ 


PROFESSIONAL 

Pharmacy  needs 
more  effective  OTC 
medicines 

Support  for  the  view  that  pharmacists 
should  have  more  effective  medicines  to 
counterprescribe  came  from  Dr  Isaac 
Michaels,  a  London  general  practice 
pharmacist. 

He  believes  there  is  not  enough 
difference  between  the  efficacy  of  OTC 
medicines  sold  from  pharmacies  and  those 
sold  from  other  outlets.  The  pharmacist's 
personal  advisory  service  should  detract 
medicine-purchasers  away  from 
supermarkets,  but  this  would  be  more 
likely  to  happen  if  pharmacists  had  more 
effective  medicines  to  offer,  thereby 
emphasising  the  difference  between 
pharmacies  and  supermarkets  as  suppliers 
of  medicines. 

Competent  to  prescribe 

In  his  paper,  Dr  Michaels  said  many 
pharmacists  believed  they  were  competent 
to  prescribe  anti-infective  drugs,  such  as 
sulphonamides,  for  urinary  tract 
infections  —  potassium  citrate  and 
hyoscyamus  mixture  alone  did  not 
eliminate  the  invading  organisms.  They 
would  like  to  prescribe  wide-spectrum 
antibiotics  such  as  tetracycline  and  would 
welcome  a  more  potent  preparation  than 
an  antacid  for  digestive  disorders  — 
metoclopramide  had  been  suggested. 
Pharmacists  would  also  like  to 
recommend  antidiarrhoeal  drugs  which 
reduce  motility,  in  cases  where  kaolin  and 
morphine  mixture  had  been  ineffective. 

The  US  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  had  recently 
recommended  that  a  large  number  of 
prescription-only  ingredients  should  be 
released  for  inclusion  in  OTC 
preparations;  these  included 
hydrocortisone,  up  to  0.5  per  cent,  for 
topical  use.  In  Canada,  the  entire  list  of 
prescription  ingredients  is  to  be  reviewed 
for  the  same  purpose.  UK  pharmacists 
would  welcome  such  a  revision  as  it  would 
enable  them  to  utilise  their  knowledge  of 
pharmacology,  pathology  and 
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therapeutics  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 
Doctors  could  be  relieved  of  unnecessary 
consultations  and  would  be  able  to  devote 
more  time  to  patients  in  greater  need  of 
medical  attention. 

Reviewing  the  pharmacist's  changing 
role  in  health  care  and  counselling,  Dr 
Michaels  continued:  "It  has  been  stated  in 
a  dogmatic  manner  that  because  the 
pharmacist  has  not  had  the  proper 
training,  it  is  not  his  function  to  diagnose 
and  that  he  should  not  act  as  a  quasi- 
medico.  On  the  other  hand,  whenever 
self-care  is  discussed  with  representatives 
of  health-promotion  groups,  the  keystone 
position  of  the  pharmacist  as  a  person  to 
whom  the  public  should  turn  for  rational 
advice  is  stressed." 


Screening  procedure 

The  pharmacist  who  conducted  a 
screening  procedure  with  a  patient  was 
not  intending  to  simulate  a  doctor's 
consultation  but  trying  to  interpret  the 
patient's  symptoms  in  order  to  evaluate 
the  problem's  severity. 

There  had  been  criticism  that 
medicines  were  often  sold  in  pharmacies 
by  non-qualified  staff,  but  Dr  Michaels 
saw  no  objection  provided  the  assistant 
had  been  adequately  trained  and  was 
aware  that  she  should  draw  the 
pharmacist  into  the  discussion  when 
advice  was  needed.  The  pharmacist's 
intervention  in  every  straightforward 
medicine  purchase  would  be  unrealistic 
and  customers  would  resent  interference 
with  their  choice,  but  it  should  be 
standard  policy,  when  symptoms  were 
described  and  queries  arose,  to  insist  on 
the  pharmacist  being  consulted,  thereby 
stressing  his  involvement  in  the  sale  of 
medicines. 

During  the  discussion  Dr  B.  Wills, 
chief  pharmacist,  Department  of  Health, 
said  that  the  Department  was  aware  of  the 
need  for  a  change  of  category  of  certain 
medicines  and  was  looking  into  the 
possibility  of  a  revision. 

There  was  some  controversy  over  the 
extent  to  which  pharmacists  should 
become  involved  in  homoeopathy, 
Professor  A.  Beckett,  who  chaired  the 
session,  warned  that  a  science-based 
profession  risked  losing  its  credibility  if  it 
became  involved  in  anything  for  which 
there  was  a  lack  of  scientific  evidence. 
Even  if  there  was  no  scientific  explanation 
as  to  how  homoeopathy  worked  there 
should  at  least  be  evidence  that  it  did 
work,  even  if  the  action  was  largely  a 
placebo  effect. 

Mr  A.G.  Mervyn  Madge,  member  of 
Council,  believed  there  was  enough 
evidence  that  homoeopathy  had  brought 
health  to  thousands  of  people.  Another 
Council  member,  Mr  David  Sharpe, 
believed  that  much  of  the  art  of  pharmacy 
would  be  lost  if  there  was  a  total 
concentration  on  science. 

Mr  Miall  James,  Canvey  Island, 
approved  of  the  holistic  view 
homoeopathic  practitioners  and  the  better 


herbalists  took  of  the  patient  and  he 
suggested  there  was  a  need  to  consider  the 
recipient  as  well  as  the  medicine.  Mr  G. 
Hill,  Swindon,  said  he  was  a  pharmacist, 
not  a  chemist,  and  his  prime  duty  was  to 
be  helpful  to  patients.  He  felt  that  if  he 
could  bring  relief  merely  by  talking  to 
them  he  had  done  a  good  job  and  he 
wondered  if  pharmacy  had  become  so 
science  orientated  it  was  losing  sight  of  the 
patients. 

Dr  D.H.  Maddock,  Cardiff,  pointed 
out  that  conventional  medicine  was  not  a 
totally  science-based  profession,  for 
example,  the  "bedside  manner"  played  an 
important  part.  He  believed 
homoeopathic  remedies  should  be 
restricted  to  pharmacies  so  that  if  patients 
tried  them  and  they  failed,  the  pharmacist 
could  recommend  products  he  could 
substantiate  for  scientific  reasons. 


When  Professor  Beckett  asked 
whether  pharmacists  were  moving  into 
homoeopathic  remedies  for  commercial 
gain  or  patient  protection,  Dr  Maddock 
admitted  that  in  his  case  it  was  for 
commercial  gain  because  he  had  to  earn  a 
living  as  did  any  other  professional  man 
and  in  no  way  could  pharmacists  be 
separated  from  commercial  gain. 

In  reply  to  a  question  about  the 
dangers  of  customers  making  their  own 
uninformed  choice  of  remedies  from  self- 
selection  stands,  Dr  Steinbach  said  that  as 
a  general  rule  patients  should  consult  a 
qualified  practitioner  before  taking  a 
remedy.  In  Germany  most  homoeopathic 
remedies  were  dispensed  on  a 
practitioner's  order  because  prescribing 
involved  taking  a  careful  history  of  all  the 
symptoms  which  was  largely  outside  the 
pharmacist's  scope.  ■

The  management  of 
mental  illness 


Doctors  have  a  responsibility  to  use  the 
benzodiazepines  with  greater  care  and 
selectivity  than  is  sometimes  the  case,  Dr 
Norman  Imlah,  medical  director,  All 
Saints  Hospital,  Birmingham,  said  during 
a  symposium  on  mental  illness. 

Otherwise  there  was  a  risk  that  these 
very  useful  drugs  would  fall  into 
disfavour,  he  explained.  Drinamyl  had 
suffered  such  a  fate  as  a  result  of 
injudicious  prescribing  on  the  one  hand 
and  public  abuse  on  the  other.  "It  is 
worth  reflecting  on  what  pathologically 
anxious  people  may  turn  to  if  there  were 
no  benzodiazepines,  and  the  answer  could 
too  often  be  alcohol,  cannabis  or 
barbiturates,  all  of  them  potentially  of 
much  greater  harm,"  he  said. 

There  should  be  greater  awareness  that 
drugs  such  as  diazepam  and  flurazepam 
may  take  several  days  to  be  eliminated 
from  the  body,  he  continued.  While 
diazepam  had  considerable  value,  it  was 
undoubtedly  over-prescribed  as  a  general 
tranquilliser  and  there  was  little  reason  to 
prescribe  extensively  metabloised 
hypnotics  when  shorter-acting  drugs  of 
the  same  type,  such  as  temazepam,  were 
available. 

Anxiety  was  not  readily  amenable  in 
the  short  term  to  other  forms  of  therapy. 
Anxiolytics  were  invaluable  in  the  relief  of 
distress,  however  unacceptable  this 
concept  was  to  some  people.  "We  should 
not  give  ammunition  to  those  who  would 
undermine  the  use  of  drug  therapy  by  an 
injudicious  choice  of  drugs,"  he  said. 

He  went  on  to  add  that  further 
progress  towards  the  prevention  and  cure 
of  major  psychiatric  diseases  depended 
heavily  on  further  advances  in  drug 
therapy.  But  despite  the  overwhelming 
evidence  of  the  beneficial  effects  of  drugs 
on  mental  states,  there  remained  a  great 
reluctance  to  acknowledge  that  human 
behaviour  could  be  changed  radically  by 
chemical  means  in  the  same  way  as,  for 
example,  heart  and  liver  disorders. 

Earlier,  discussing  present  treatment 
of  schizophrenia,  Dr  Imlah  said 
psychiatric  centres  maintained  most 
patients  on  two-to  four-weekly  injections 
of  depot  neuroleptics  such  as 
fluphenazine  decanoate  or  flupenthixol 
decanoate.  The  better  clinics  provided  an 
after-care  service  with  specialised 
community  nurses  to  arrange  regular 
follow-up  attendance  or  visit  patients  at 
home  when  they  failed  to  attend.  Relapse 
rates  of  the  better  organised  clinics  were 
little  more  than  5  per  cent. 

This  after-care  could  put  substantial 


strain  on  hospital  pharmacy  budgets,  but 
the  total  cost  to  the  health  service  of 
maintaining  the  patient  in  a  state  of 
remission  in  the  community  was  far  less 
than  the  cost  of  repeated  admissions  to 
hospitals. 

On  antidepressants,  Dr  Imlah  said  that 
concern  over  possible  cardiotoxicity  with 
the  tricyclics  had  led  to  a  number  of 
"second  generation"  antidepressants 
coming  on  to  the  market.  But  these  had 
not  lived  up  to  their  therapeutic  promise 
in  practice  and  experienced  psychiatrists 
were  expressing  disillusion  with  them.  Dr 
Imlah  felt  it  was  likely  that  the  "first 
generation"  antidepressants,  such  as 
imipramine  and  amitriptyline,  would 
monopolise  the  field  except  in  patients 
with  increased  risk  of  cardiotoxicity.  ECT 
would  probably  remain  the  standard 
treatment  for  severe  case  of  endogenous 
depression. 

Rigorous  dogma 

Speaking  on  drug  development,  Dr  Peter 
Jenner,  senior  lecturer  in  biochemistry, 
Kings  College  Hospital  Medical  School, 
maintained  that  research  into  anti- 
psychotics had  been  hampered  by 
"rigorous  dogma."  Screening  methods 
had  been  based  on  theories  that 
schizophrenia  was  due  to  overactivity  of 
dopamine  mechanisms,  theories  which 
were  now  being  challenged.  The  way  in 
which  anti-psychotic  drugs  had  been 
developed  meant  that  extrapyramidal 
disturbances  frequently  accompanied 
neuroleptic  activity. 

Dr  Jenner  suggested  that  until  new, 
effective  anti-psychotic  agents  with  a 
different  mode  of  action,  advances  in 
concepts  on  schizophrenia  would  not 
occur.  But  these  new  agents  would  not  be 
sought  until  there  was  a  change  of 
emphasis  on  the  causes  of  schizophrenia. 
A  chance  clerical  discovery  was 
desperately  needed  to  stimulate  a  new 
approach. 

Reports  of  the  anti-psychotic  action  of 
propranolol  have  created  a  great  deal  of 
interest  but  have  proved  to  be  unfounded. 
Likewise  clozapine,  with  its  novel  mode  of 
action,  aroused  enthusiasm  but  could  not 
be  persued  because  toxic  side  effects 
emerged  in  some  patients. 

Development  of  anti-depressant 
drugs,  however,  had  progressed 
extensively,  Dr  Jenner  continued.  Several 
factors  had  led  to  greater  efforts  towards 
designing  new  molecules,  including  the 
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fact  that  there  was  no  established 
hypothesis  as  to  the  cause  of  depression 
and  that  the  market  for  anti-depressants 
was  much  greater  than  that  for 
neuroleptics.  The  discovery  that  drugs 
with  a  wide  range  of  pharmacological 
effects  exerted  equal  anti-depressant 
action  had  led  to  a  re-appraisal  of  ideas  on 
the  pathophysiology  of  depression. 

Dr  Barry  Durrant,  a  consultant 
psychiatrist  at  Oakwood  Hospital, 
Maidstone,  Kent,  told  the  Conference 
that  the  essentials  needed  to  escape  stress 
in  the  modern  world  were  a  sound 
childhood,  a  balanced  diet,  avoidance  of 
pollutants,  satisfactory  provisions  of 
space  and  architecture  and  the 
achievement  of  a  satisfactory  level  of 
creativity. 

Knowing  how  sensitive  the  cerebrum 
was  to  deficiencies  or  to  traces  of  toxic 
agents,  pollutants  in  their  widest  sense 
must  affect  thinking  and  behaviour,  he 
said.  Food  additives,  inadequate  vitamins, 
hormones  and  antibiotics  used  to  fatten 
meat,  excessive  intake  of  alcohol,  caffeine 
or  smoking,  pulpy  chemical  foods  lacking 
in  fibre  leading  to  disease  and  thus 
psychological  stress  must  all  play  their 
part  in  "subclinical  disease  if  not  overt 
illness." 

All  living  creatures  needed  space, 
peace  and  privacy  but  housing  estates 
were  ugly,  impersonal  and  crowded. 
Aeroplanes,  road  traffic  and  piped  music 
surrounded  people  with  constant  auditory 
battering.  The  materialistic  age 
bombarded  people  with  an  insistence  to 
spend,  encouraging  unrealistic 
expectations  and  debts,  leading  to  worry, 
resentment  and  internal  conflict. 

Dr  Durrant  described  alternative 
therapies  for  counteracting  stress,  ranging 
from  a  total  revision  of  lifestyle  to 
relaxation  techniques.  His  remedies 
included  elimination  of  irritants  such  as 
smoking  and  alcohol,  introgenic  disease, 
being  aware  of  food  allergies  and 
correcting  dietary  deficiences.

Symposium 
discussion 


Mr  R.  Friend,  Norwich,  asked  if  most 
psychiatric  disorders  were  of  a  metabolic 
nature.  Dr  Imlah  supported  this  theory 
and  said  that  both  schizophrenia  and 
manic  depressive  psychoses  were  caused 
by  metabolic  or  biochemical  defects  and 
that  there  was  no  evidence  to  suggest  that 
they  were  a  psychological  reaction  to  the 
environment.  The  current  practice  of 
using  chemicals  foreign  to  man's 
metabolism  perturbed  Dr  Durrant.  Dr 
Genner  said  no  one  knew  what  caused  the 
breakdown  in  metabolic  pathways  —  it 
could  be  diet  or  genetic  changes  in 
enzymes,  or  something  else. 

Professor  Beckett  put  to  Dr  Durrant 
that  if  doctors  in  general  practice  were 
replaced  by  social  counsellors  and  friendly 
pharmacists  the  NHS  would  be  saved 
money  and  the  public  better  protected.  Dr 
Durrant  responded  with  a  straight  "Yes!" 

Politicians  were  putting  pressure  on  to 
send  people  out  of  hospital  into  the 
community  said  Mrs  S.  Woodcoch, 
Greenwich.  Mr  E.M.  Thornton,  Poole, 
postulated  that  teaching  transcendental 
meditation  or  self-hypnosis  in  schools 
would  reduce  the  incidence  of  psychiatric 
disorders  —  a  hypothesis  which  brought 
general  agreement  from  the  panel. 

Comments  on  the  use,  if  any,  of 
pyridoxine  in  mental  disorders  was 
requested  by  Miss  S.  Shulman,  Barnet.  Dr 
Genner  said  it  had  been  used  in  the 
treatment  of  Parkinsons'  disease  but  he 
knew  of  no  psychiatric  treatments  carried 
out  with  it.  A  study  done  at  St  Thomas'  of 
women  taking  contraceptive  tablets 
showed  that  19  out  of  39  found  to  be 
deficient  in  vitamin  B6  suffered  from 
depression  and  in  fact  responded  to  50mg 
pyridoxine  twice  daily. 

Miss  Shulman  said  she  put  the 
question  because  of  the  publicity  in  the 
women's  press  and  on  radio  about  its  use 
to  prevent  premenstrual  tension.  As  yet 
she  had  not  seen  papers  published  on  it 
and  so  was  unable  to  comment  to  the 
public  on  its  efficacy.  Dr  Durrant  said 
that  he  had  found  it  to  be  of  some  use. 

A  delegate  from  Croydon  asked  if  it 
was  safe  to  administer  MAO  inhibiters 
and  tricyclic  antidepressants 
concomitantly.  Dr  Imlah  replied  that  this 
could  be  done  if  administration  of  both 
drugs  was  started  simultaneously  or  the 
tricyclic  given  first  and  the  patient 
switched  to  a  MAOI  later.  The  switch 
from  MAOI  to  tricyclic  was  not 
permitted.  ■

CONFERENCE 
LECTURE 

Giving  the  conference  Lecture,  last 
Thursday,  Professor  Bevan  concluded 
that  microbes  can  become  "power 
houses"  to  produce  a  range  of  purer 
therapeutic  and  preventative  substances. 
An  abstract  of  his  paper  appears  below. 

The  term  genetic  engineering  refers  to 
the  relatively  new  laboratory  techniques 
used  to  change  the  hereditary  endowment 
of  living  cells.  It  is  popularly  associated 
with  the  transfer  into  and  multiplication 
(cloning)  of  "foreign"  genes  in  single  cell 
micro-organisms,  and  includes  the 
synthesis  of  the  foreign  gene  product  by 
the  resulting  organisms.  The  technology  is 
also  used  to  genetically  modify  higher 
plant  and  animal  cells. 

Present  day  genetic  engineering 
techniques  owe  their  origin  to  the  results 
of  basic  research  in  genetics  and 
biochemistry  carried  out  over  the  past  35 
years.  The  laboratory  manipulations 
employed  are  revolutionary  —  they 
permit  the  production  of  hybrid 
organisms  with  a  genetic  make-up 
composed  of  a  mixture  of  genes  of  species 
as  diverse  as  bacteria  and  man.  In  such 
organisms  the  genetic  material  (DNA)  of 
each  species  is  covalently  linked,  hence  the 
term  "recombinant  DNA". 

Revolutionary  techniques 

Such  techniques  have  provided  a  means  to 
overcome  the  natural  morphological  and 
physiological  barriers  evolved  to  prevent 
hybridization  between  different  species. 
However,  the  genetic  engineer  could  be 
mimicking  natural  processes  which  occur, 
albeit  probably  rarely.  For  example,  it  is 
conceivable  that  the  DNA  of  a  lysed 
bacterium  in  the  gut  of  man  could  become 
integrated  into  his  DNA,  or  that  a  virus 
particle  could  carry  a  piece  of  host  DNA 
from  one  infected  individual  to  another. 

For  a  full  appreciation  of  what  has 
already  been  accomplished  and,  perhaps 
more  important,  the  potential  of  the  new 
technology,  an  insight  into  the  basic 
methods  used  by  the  genetic  engineer  is 
necessary.  This  can  be  gained  by  reference 
to  the  bacterial  structures  involved  and 
the  laboratory  manipulations  undertaken 
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by  Villa-Komaroff  and  his  colleagues  who 
isolated  a  strain  of  the  common  gut 
bacterium,  Escherichia  coli,  capable  of 
producing  rat  pro-insulin.  Although  not  a 
pharmaceutical  product  of  use  to  man, 
this  example  has  been  selected  because  it 
clearly  demonstrates  most  of  the  basic 
techniques  used  by  genetic  engineers. 

The  process  may  be  divided  into  five 
parts: 

1 .  Suitable  bacterial  DNA  is  prepared  so  it 
is  ready  to  receive  the  rat  pro-insulin 
DNA.  Plasmids  (small  circular  DNA 
molecules  outside  the  main  bacterial  ring 
chromosome)  are  the  main  vehicle  for  rat 
pro-insulin  DNA.  They  are  isolated  from 
the  bacterial  cells  and  linearised  (opened 
up)  by  cleavage  at  a  single  specific  region 
with  a  restriction  endonuclease  enzyme. 
These  enzymes  occur  naturally  in 
bacteria. 

2.  Rat  pro-insulin  DNA  is  isolated  ready 
for  insertion  into  the  linearized  plasm  id. 
Eukaryotic  genes  usually  contain  non- 
coding  parts  called  intervening  sequences 
or  introns.  During  protein  synthesis  these 
are  removed  and  the  coding  parts,  termed 
exons,  are  enzymatically  spliced  together 
to  give  a  mature  messenger  RNA  (mRNA) 
which  is  then  translated  into  the 
polypeptide  product.  Such  splicing 
enzymes  are  not  present  in  bacteria  which 
means  that  if  a  eukaryotic  gene  is  placed 
in  a  bacterium,  the  introns  as  well  as  the 
exons  would  be  read  by  the  bacterium  and 
it  will  code  for  a  different  protein. 

To  overcome  this  difficulty,  copy- 
DNA  (cDNA)  molecules  made  in  vitro 
from  specific  mature  mRNA  are  inserted 
into  plasmids  instead.  All  the  mammalian 
interferon  genes  so  far  investigated  are 
exceptional  in  lacking  introns. 

3.  The  in  vitro  insertion  of  the  rat  pro- 
insulin  cDNA  into  plasmids  to  produce 
the  recombinant  DNA  molecule.  The 
linear  plasmid  and  the  cDNA  are  now 
joined  together  to  produce  circular 
recombinant-DNA  molecules  capable  of 
being  introduced  into  plasmid-less 
bacteria  and  replicating. 

4.  The  infection  of  competent  bacterial 
cells  by  the  recombinant  DNA  molecules 
(transformation).  Plasmid-free  recipient 
cells  are  made  competent  to  take  up  DNA 
molecules  by  growing  them  in  a  medium 
containing  calcuim  chloride  to  make  them 


more  permeable. 

5.  The  expression  of  the  rat  pro-insulin 
DNA  by  bacterial  cells.  Although  it  is 
relatively  simple  to  integrate  foreign 
genes,  or  their  coding  equivalents,  into 
plasmids  and  transfer  them  to  E.  coli, 
their  transcription  and  translation 
("switching  on"),  to  produce  the  foreign 
gene  product  has  proved  more  difficult. 
One  successful  approach  actually  used  to 
"switch  on"  the  rat  pro-insulin  gene  in  E. 
coli  is  to  utililze  a  known  bacterial  gene 
promoter,  that  is  a  nucleotide  sequence 
which  switches  on  a  bacterial  gene. 


Four  main  variations 

The  above  procedures  have  been 
successfully  varied  by  other  workers  in 
their  attempts  to  clone  and  express  other 
foreign  genes  in  micro-organisms.  Four 
variations  are  worthy  of  note: 

Firstly  the  lambda  bacteriophages  of 
E.  coli  have  been  successfully  used  instead 
of  plasmids  as  cloning  vectors.  Secondly  a 
synthetic  'gene'  rather  than  cDNA  may  be 
cloned.  Thirdly  the  "switch  on"  of  a 
foreign  gene  in  a  bacterial  cell  has  also 
been  accomplished  by  splicing  it  into  a 
bacterial  gene  —  the  bacterial  gene's 
initiation  codon  is  followed  directly  by 
that  coding  for  the  first  amino  acid  of  the 
foreign  protein.  Lastly,  organisms  other 
than  E.  coli  are  now  being  successfully 
used  to  produce  foreign  gene  products. 

In  March  of  this  year,  Genetech,  a 
USA  genetic  engineering  company, 
announced  that  in  collaboration  with 
geneticists  at  the  University  of  Seattle  they 
had  genetically  engineered  cells  of  yeast 
(Saccharomyces  cerevisiae)  to  produce 
interferon. 

Later,  in  August,  Dr  Gustave 
Ammerer  and  Dr  Benjamin  Hall  of  the 
University  of  Seattle  announced  that  they 
had  inserted  the  genes  for  the  hepatitis  B 
surface  antigen  (a  protein  found  on  the 
surfaces  of  the  hepatitis  B  virus)  into  yeast 
cells  and  found  that  such  cells  produced  a 
complex  particle  containing  the  hepatitis 
B  surface  antigen  attached  to 
carbohydrate  molecules. 

It  is  not  yet  known  whether  the 
particles  produced  by  yeast  are  identical 
to  those  produced  by  infected  liver  cells. 


Neither,  at  the  time  of  writing,  has  it  been 
reported  how  effective  they  are  at 
inducing  antibodies  to  the  hepatitis  B 
virus  in  live  animals.  The  chances  are  that 
they  will  prove  more  effective  than  the 
product  produced  by  E.  coli. 

Another  micro-organism  successfully 
genetically  engineered  to  produce 
mammalian  products  is  Bacillus  subtilis. 
This  is  a  non-pathogenic  soil  bacterium 
already  used  widely  in  commercial 
fermentation  processes.  It  is  easier  to 
grow  than  E.  coli  and  does  not  produce 
pyrogenic  endotoxins.  A  further 
advantage  lies  in  the  fact  that  its  cell 
surface  is  more  amenable  to  the  secretion 
of  polypeptides  than  that  of  E.  coli. 

Recently,  several  genetic  engineering 
groups  have  reported  success  using  this 
organism  instead  of  E.  coli.  In  April, 
Cetus,  one  of  the  largest  of  the  US  genetic 
engineering  companies,  announced  the 
inclusion  of  a  human  interferon  gene  in  a 
strain  of  B.  subtilis,  and  a  month  later 
Biogen  of  Geneva  also  made  a  strain 
producing  human  leucocyte  interferon. 

Antibiotic  production 

Little  has  been  said  above  about  the  use  of 
recombinant  DNA  technology  to  enhance 
antibiotic  production.  Two  thousand  of 
the  2,400  known  antibiotics  are  produced 
by  species  and  strains  of  the  actinomycete 
Streptomyces.  They  are  complex,  usually 
non-protein,  substances  which  are 
generally  the  end  products  of  a  series  of 
biosynthetic  steps.  Not  one  antibiotic  has 
had  its  complete  biosynthetic  pathway 
elucidated.  This  is  partly  because  there  is 
no  single  gene  that  can  be  isolated  to 
produce  an  antibiotic.  Plasmid  vectors  are 
now  known  for  Streptomyces  species  and 
recombinant  DNA  techniques  are  being 
examined  for  their  ability  to  improve 
strains. 

A  number  of  human  polypeptides 
have  been  made  by  E.  coli  as  a  result  of 
the  new  recombinant  DNA  technology, 
and  in  most  cases  have  been  demonstrated 
to  possess  immunological  activity.  Among 
these  are  somatostatin,  the  human 
insulins  A  and  B,  human  pro-insulin,  the 
opiate  peptide  /^-endorphin,  human 
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growth  hormone  and  human  thymosin 
alpha  1 .  In  addition,  at  least  three  groups 
of  workers  (Biogen,  Genetech  and  G.D. 
Searle)  have  successfully  cloned  one  or 
both  of  the  a(lymphocyte)  and 
fi( fibroblast)  interferon  genes  and 
obtained  expression  of  them  in  strains  of 
E.  coli. 

The  University  of  Warwick, 
collaborating  financially  and  technically 
with  the  Wellcome  Foundation,  has  also 
recently  announced  success  in  cloning 
these  genes,  and  ICI  has  let  it  be  known 
that  in  collaboration  with  workers  at  the 
Institut  Curie  in  Orsay,  France,  they  have 
cloned  an  interferon  gene  from 
lymphoblastoid  cells. 

Everyone  is  now  awaiting  the  results  of 
clinical  trials  on  the  various  interferons  — 
both  those  from  bacteria  and  yeast  and 
those  successfully  produced  from  white 
blood  cells  by  Wellcome  and  others.  It  is 
only  during  the  past  eighteen  months  that 
the  supply  of  any  type  of  interferon  has 
been  great  enough  to  begin  meaningful 
clinical  trials. 


Genetically  engineered  E.  coli  strains 
are  also  yielding  products  of  importance 
to  the  agricultural  industry.  Among  those 
first  produced  is  bovine  growth  hormone 
which  is  known  to  increase  milk  and  meat 
production  in  cattle  without  extra  feeding. 
Bovine  prolactin,  another  hormone  which 
stimulates  and  sustains  meat  and  milk 
production  in  mammals,  has  also  been 
produced  by  strains  of  E.  coli  engineered 
by  a  group  of  scientists  at  the  University 
of  California,  San  Francisco. 

The  examples  given  above  serve  to 
indicate  the  rapid  progress  being  made 
and  the  degree  of  success  already  realised 
in  producing  pharmaceutical  products  by 
genetically  engineered  micro-organisms. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  more  work  going  on  than  I  am 
able  to  quote. 

Clinical  trials 

Clinical  trials  on  at  least  four  recombinant 
DNA  products  are  now  under  way.  Those 
on  human  insulin  produced  by  E.  coli 
were  begun  last  year  by  Eli  Lilly  with  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  effect  of 
biosynthetic  insulin  on  diabetics 
dependent  on  animal  insulin.  The 


preliminary  results  of  such  trials  are 
encouraging. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  clinical 
trials  also  began  on  interferon  produced 
by  E.  coli.  The  drug  supplied  by  Hoffman 
La  Roche  in  collaboration  with  Genetech 
is  being  tested  at  various  US  medical 
institutions  for  the  best  dosage,  its  side 
effects  and  its  efficacy  —  the  final  results 
of  such  trials  are  awaited. 

Suitable  measures  shoud  now  be 
evolved  by  manufacturers  and  control 
authorities  to  ensure  the  quality  and 
safety  of  drugs  produced  by  DNA 
technology.  Some  aspects  of  the  control 
of  conventional  "biologicals"  will  not 
apply  to  recombinant  DNA  products  and 
methods  have  been  suggested  by  which  the 
identity,  purity,  toxicity,  pyrogenicity  and 
immunogenicity  of  such  products  should 
be  established  prior  to  their  being 
marketed. 

No  drug  produced  as  a  result  of 
genetic  engineering  has  been  marketed. 
Yet  large  sums  of  money  are  being 
invested  in  the  majority  of  developed 
countries  to  provide  facilities  for  research 
and  development  in  this  field.  Within  the 
past  few  years  organisations  have  sprung 
up  which  possess  high  paper  value  but 
little  immediate  money  value:  their  assets 
consist  only  of  talent,  expertise  and 
imagination.  In  spite  of  this,  many  major 
countries  are  investing  and  paying  top 
rates  for  stock  in  new  genetic  engineering 
ventures.  Many  pharmaceutical

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companies  are  setting  up  their  own 
laboratories  to  exploit  the  new  techniques. 

It  has  proved  difficult  to  establish  how 
many  of  the  larger  industrial  and  recently- 
formed  biotechnology  companies 
throughout  the  world  are  now  exploiting 
recombinant  DNA  techniques.  But  a 
survey  of  the  literature  indicates  that  the 
USA  is  well  ahead  —  they  have  at  least 
thirty  biotechnology  companies,  many  of 
whom  have  invested  large  sums  of  money 
in  exploiting  such  techniques. 

Impact  on  industry 

Finally,  what  can  be  said  of  the  future 
impact  of  recombinant  DNA  techniques 
on  the  pharmaceutical  industry?  There  is 
little  need  to  emphasise  the  inherent 
potential  of  the  technology:  it  promises  to 
transfer  microbes  into  power  houses  to 
produce  therapeutic  and  preventative 
drugs,  hormones,  protein  compounds, 
vaccines  and  enzymes  in  a  more  purified 
form  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case. 
Further,  the  ability  to  produce  large 
quantities  of  substances  now  available 
only  in  minute  amounts  from  natural 
sources,  may  enable  their  manufacture  in 
such  quantities  as  will  allow  their  full 
potential  to  be  determined  and  permit 
their  extensive  clinical  testing. 

An  idea  of  the  vast  potential  of  the 
technology  can  be  gained  by  reference  to 
two  tables  recently  published  by  the  US 
Office  of  Technology  Assesment.  These 
tables,  reproduced  here  as  table  1  and  2, 
give  lists  of  diseases  amenable  to  drugs 
capable  of  being  produced  by  genetically 
engineered  micro-organisms,  and  the 
major  diseases  for  which  vaccines  need 
and  could  be  developed.  Some  of  the 


drugs  and  vaccines  listed  have  already 
been  produced  under  laboratory 
conditions  and  attempts  to  produce  others 
are  underway. 

Should  recombinant  DNA  technology 
fulfil  its  promises,  the  ecomomic, 
technical,  social  and  legal  impacts  on  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  will  be  far 
reaching.  It  is  no  wonder  that  vast  sums  of 
money  are  being  invested  in  a  technology 
which  has  not  yet  produced  a  marketable 
product.  ■

BP  CONFERENCE 


History  of  pharmacy  —  of 
plants,  sea  and 
countryside  

The  Sussex  countryside  and  the  sea  were  the  focal  points 
for  the  history  of  pharmacy  session  at  the  Brighton 
Conference.  The  session,  arranged  by  the  British 
Society  for  the  History  of  Pharmacy,  was  addressed  by 
Mrs  Mary  Briggs  and  Dr  T.D.  Whittet. 


in  cardiac  treatment.  Some  yew  trees 
estimated  to  be  500  years  old  were  known. 
A  native  of  the  downlands  which  was 
being  subject  to  the  two  pressures  of 
ploughing  and  disease,  was  the  juniper 
which  had  been  used  as  a  diuretic, 
disinfectant  and  digestive. 


Native  plants 


Mrs  Briggs  dealt  with  the  "History  of 
medicinal  plants  in  Sussex".  She  said  the 
basic  vegetation  of  an  area  depended 
largely  on  the  geology,  soils  and  climate. 
From  the  Doomsday  book  it  was  evident 
the  area  consisted  of  settlements  and 
villages  along  coastal  plains  —  a  well 
drained  downland  ridge.  To  the  north  of 
the  county  there  was  the  weald  clay 
supporting  an  impenetrable  oak  forest, 
impassable  in  winter.  Aerial  views  of 
present  day  north  west  Sussex  show  oak 
forests  on  the  horizon. 

The  oaks  provided  tannins  formerly 


used  in  medicine.  Dioscorides  referred  to 
mixing  a  decoction  of  oak  apples  made  by 
steeping  them  in  white  wine  vinegar  with  a 
little  powdered  brimstone  "...  set  in  the 
sun  by  the  space  of  a  month  .  .  .  maketh 
the  hair  black,  consumeth  proud  and 
superfluous  flesh  .  .  .  taketh  away 
freckles."  The  great  oak  forests  as  well  as 
providing  timber  for  the  great  ships  of  the 
Royal  Navy  were  also  a  source  of  iron. 
This  gave  rise  to  the  hammer  forges, 
hammer  ponds  and  the  charcoal  burners. 

A  plant  found  in  the  area  was  the  lily 
of  the  valley,  tinctures  of  which  were  used 


Pollen  analysis  of  peat  borings 
indicate  that  although  rare  now,  the  tilia 
was  a  native  of  the  area.  Seedlings  are 
seldom  seen  now,  suggesting  a  possible 
change  in  climate.  Extracts  of  the  flowers 
were  used  medicinally. 

Horse  chestnuts  were  not  native,  but 
introduced  since  1616.  Mistletoe  was  to  be 
found  on  a  number  of  host  trees  near  the 
Horsham  area.  Hyoscyamus  niger, 
henbane,  was  prevalent.  Its  seed 
receptacle  resembled  the  formation  of  a 
jaw  and  according  to  the  doctrine  of 
signatures  its'  seeds  were  used  to  treat 
toothache.  Other  plants  mentioned  by 
Mrs  Briggs  included  Viola  odorata  used  as 
a  hypnotic;  Oxalis  acetosella,  spring 
medicines  and  Petasetes  hybridus; 
antispasmodic.  Comfrey  had  been  used 
for  internal  and  external  treatments.  A 
hot  poultice  was  used  for  fractures  in  the 
Middle  Ages. 

White  bryony  and  deadly  nightshade 
were  still  to  be  found  but  new  agricultural 
techniques  had  caused  the  disappearance 
of  cornfield  weeds.

Several  apothecaries  played  an  important 
part  in  turning  the  small  village  of 
Brighthelmston  into  the  famous  resort  of 
Brighton,  said  Dr  Whittet  when 
presenting  his  paper  "Apothecaries  and 
the  development  of  sea  bathing". 

One  of  the  earliest  apothecaries  to 
write  about  bathing  was  John  King  of 
Bungay  who  published  in  1737  an  "Essay 
on  hot  and  cold  bathing"  giving  a  report 
on  nine  years  experience  of  treating 
rheumatic  and  arthritic  conditions,  colic, 
wasting  diseases  and  so  on. 

Another  18th  century  advocate  of 
bathing  was  Dr  Bartholomew  Joseph 
Alexander  de  Dominiceti.  A  native  of 
Venice  he  settled  in  Bristol  in  1735  and 
established  what  were  claimed  to  be  the 
first  medicinal  baths  of  their  kind  in 
Europe.  The  keynote  was  luxury,  the 
marble  bath  "of  sixty  feet  circle"  was  set 
in  a  grove  of  blossoming  trees  and  shrubs. 
In  1764  Dominiceti  moved  to  London  and 
at  6  Cheyne  Walk,  Chelsea,  installed 
baths,  fumigating  stoves  and  "sweating 
bedchambers".  The  Bath  water  and  "the 
vapourous  effluria  of  the  stove  could  be 
impregnated  with  the  essence  of  such 
herbs  as  were  most  efficacious  for  the 
patients'  particular  treatment". 

Bartholomew's  son,  Rodomente,  set 
up  a  similar  establishment  in  Panton 
Street,  Haymarket,  offering  a  variety  of 
curative  baths.  He  later  moved  to 
Ampthill  and  then  Fletwick. 

Richard  Russell  is  generally  regarded 
as  the  pioneer  of  sea  bathing.  In  1750  he 
published  a  book  recording  his  experience 
over  25  years  of  the  use  of  sea  water  both 
internally  and  externally  and  particularly 
in  cases  of  glandular  disease.  The  book 
brought  Russell  fame  and  in  1752  he  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society.  In 
1753,  because  of  the  great  increase  in  his 
practice  and  the  desirability  of 
Brighthelmston  for  sea  water  treatment, 
he  built  Russell  House  near  the  sea  shore 
on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Albion 
Hotel. 

In  1783  John  Speed  MD  of 
Southampton  wrote  a  book  "De  aqua 
marina  commentaria".  He  was  the  third 
of  three  generations  with  the  name  of  Dr 
John  Speed  who  lived  in  Southampton. 
He  showed  that  the  sea  water  contained 
sodium  chloride  and  other  salts  and 
although  he  reported  Hippocrates  as 
saying  sea  water  was  constipating  he  also 
stated  some  found  it  was  a  laxative  and 
others  cathartic.  He  advised  caution  in  its 
use. 

In  1768  another  apothecary,  John 
Awsiter,  published  a  pamphlet  "Thoughts 
on  Brighthelmston  concerning  sea  bathing 
and  drinking  sea  water.  .  ."  He  made 
recommendations  for  the  use  of  bathing 
machines. 

The  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital, 
Margate,  founded  1791  was  a  pioneer  in 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  It  opened  in 
1796  under  the  title  —  "The  General  Sea 
Bathing  Infirmary".  ■

Ronson  warranties 
to  be  honoured 


The  new  owners  of  Ronson  Products  Ltd, 
Cavwain,  have  made  an  agreement  to 
honour  all  warranty  commitments 
ensuring,  therefore,  that  the  receivership 
of  the  company  will  have  had  no 
detrimental  effects  on  either  customers  or 
retailers. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  interests  of  the 
creditors  of  Ronson,  the  receivers  have  so 
far  felt  unable  to  either  offer  any 
guarantees  in  respect  of  sales  made  since 
their  appointment,  or  to  fulfill  pre- 
receivership  warranty  obligations.

Kingswood  improve

ShopfittingsJ 
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Accident  rate 
at  work  falls 


The  trend  of  accidents  at  work  in  the  UK 
in  the  1970s,  although  far  from  uniform 
was  generally  downwards,  says  a  report 
published  by  the  Health  and  Safety 
Executive  last  week.  Similarly,  the 
incidence  of  occupational  disease  has 
fallen  quite  sharply. 

More  than  half  the  reported  accidents 
in  1978  and  1979,  and  nearly  a  third  of  all 
fatal  accidents,  occurred  in 
manufacturing.  In  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  over  that  period  there  were  two 
fatalities  out  of  a  total  of  2563  reported 


accidents. 

In  retail  premises  7,722  accidents  were 
reported  in  1978,  and  8,245  in  1979.  Over 
a  quarter  of  these  incidents  involved  falls 
of  people  from  stairs,  ladders,  and  falls  on 
the  same  level.  A  similar  number  of 
people  were  involved  in  accidents  while 
handling  goods.  Other  significant  causes 
of  accidents  were  machinery  (520  cases  in 
1979),  stepping  on  or  striking  against 
objects  or  persons  (650),  and  being  struck 
by  falling  objects  (565). 

The  UK  record  on  safety  at  work 
remains  good  compared  with  other 
industrial  countries,  being  bettered  only 
by  the  Netherlands  and  the  Irish  Republic, 
the  report  concludes.  "Health  and  Safety 
Statistics  1978-79"  (£3.  75)  available  from 
HMSO. 


Dual  attack  on  sick 
pay  plans 

The  two  large  employers  bodies,  the 
Confederation  of  British  Industries  and 
Institute  of  Directors,  have  both  rounded 
on  the  new  Social  Services  Secretary, 
Norman  Fowler,  with  attacks  on  the 
Government's  sick  pay  proposals. 

While  leaders  of  the  CBI  were  meeting 
Mr  Fowler  to  express  their  concern  at  the 
proposals,  the  IoD  criticised  the  low  levels 
of  compensation  offered  to  employers  for 
carrying  the  responsibility  for  paying 
employees  a  minimum  wage  for  the  first 
eight  weeks  of  sickness. 

The  Government  has  put  forward 
three  methods  of  operation  for  the 
scheme,  one  of  which  would  give  a 
straight  0.6  per  cent  reduction  in 
employers'  NI  contributions.  But  the  IoD 
says  at  least  a  full  one  per  cent  would  be 
needed  before  the  scheme  became 
acceptable.  ■ 

Packaging  award 

A  trophy  award  has  been  won  by  the  UK 
company,  TPT  Ltd,  in  the 
pharmaceutical,  cosmetics  and  toiletries 
category  of  the  "Aluminium  foil  in 
packaging  competition",  organised  by  the 


European  Aluminium  Foil  Association. 
The  award  was  given  for  an  application  of 
an  aluminium  foil  /  fibreboard  composite 
can,  designed  for  use  with  alcohol- 
saturated  medical  wipes.  A  container  with 
the  specifications  submitted  shows  a 
weight  loss  for  its  impregnated  wipe  of 
less  than  0.3  per  cent  per  month  for  100 
per  cent  alcohol  at  30°C,  the  company 
claims.  ■ 

Better  first  half  at 
Beatson  Clark 

Beatson  Clark  have  shown  an 
improvement  in  pre-tax  profits  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year,  with  sales  up 
1 1.3  per  cent  at  £13.59  million,  giving  pre- 
tax profits  of  £1 .21m. 

The  board  warns,  however,  that  the 
re-equipment  programme  in  progress  will

Trading  still  at 
low  level 

London,  September  22:  The  prices  of 
various  forms  of  glucose  are  due  to  rise  on 
October  2.  The  new  rates  which  are  given 
below  show  increases  of  from  £10  per 
metric  ton  for  the  monohydrate  powder  to 
£17.50  for  the  liquid.  On  October  1  the 
price  of  sodium  bicarbonate  is  being 
raised  by  £6.50  a  metric  ton.  Also  dearer 
since  last  published  are  borax,  boric  acid, 
pethidine  and  phenobarbitone. 

Trading  in  crude  drugs  and  essential 
oils  remain  at  a  very  low  level.  The 
improvement  which  normally  follows  the 
ending  of  the  summer  holidays  has  yet  to 
show  itself.  While  sterling  rose  against  the 
US  dollar  during  the  week,  following  an 
announcement  that  British  banks  were  to 
charge  more  for  loans,  the  rise  was  short 
lived.  Against  European  currencies  the 
pound  was  down  on  the  previous  week. 

Dearer  among  essential  oils  were 
cananga,  eucalyptus  and  East-Indian 
sandalwood.  Chinese  cedarwood  was 
available  once  more  on  the  spot  after 
several  weeks'  absence.  Brazilian 
peppermint  again  eased  as  did  Ceylon 
citronella,  lemongrass  and  Chinese 
spearmint. 

Among  the  price  changes  in  botanicals 
were  dearer  Cape  aloes,  cloves, 
iepcacuanha,  lobelia,  sarsaparilla  and 
some  of  the  aromatic  seeds.  Most  balsams 
were  easier.
